The citizens’ group also asked 
that the federal government re- 
lease surplus military installations 
for use by local communities in 
ending housing shortages. These 
barracks, not used by military per- 
sonnel and their families, could 
be used either on their present lo- 


cation or moved to other locations, | 


the group said. This would be | 
worked out by the federal gov- 
ernment and local governments, 
however, with the state merely 
serving as an 
putting up no money. 


The newspapers of Georgia, act- 


ing through the Georgia Press As- 
sociation, will make an immediate 
“spot” check of the housing situa- 
tion to determine where shortages 
exist. The citizens’ group accept- 
ed the offer of GPA President 
Belmont Dennis, of Covington, to 
make this survey. Results of the 
survey will be publicized so that 
veterans and others may know 
which cities and communities have 
housing shortages. This would dis- 
courage persons from going into 
these critical housing areas unless 
they had urgent business there, 
Gov. Arnall said. 


The group of veteran leaders, 
real estate men, 
tors and general public attending 
the housing conference, asked the 
federal government to stabilize 
the price of building homes and 
to “eliminate the bottlenecks” in 
placing building materials on the 
.market. It asked Georgia’s con. 
’ gressional delegation to co-operate 
in making surplus war housing 
available to veterans and 4ais6 
making funds available to put the 
barracks into living condition. 

Opposition was expressed to the 
ban on children in rental prop- 
erties. Many veterans with fami- 
lies are unable to obtain apa 
ments because of this ban, Sulli- 
van told the meeting.

Now that Junius Herbert Griggs, 
one-time lieutenant of Marines, is 
back among the friendly hills of 
Habersham county, wearing a 
double-breasted suit and _ litigat- 
ing vigorously in the courts as 
of yore, I suppose it is safe to 
tell of the time on Zamboanga 
when Junius, in a moment of 
great duress, shot the Japanese 
in the gizzard with a sawed-off 
shotgun loaded with double-ought 
buckshot, and immediately, to the 
vacant jungle surrounding, made 
the most peculiar statement ever 
made by a Marine in similar cir- 
cumstances, to-wit: “I done it in 
self-defense.”

LONDON, Friday, Dec. 14.— 
(UP)—Commons after two days 
of angry debate Thursday night 
approved on test votes the $4,400.- 
000,000 British-American credit 
agreement and the Bretton Woods 
monetary and economic plan, thus 
assuring final passage of both 
measures, probably Friday. 

The votes came on motions to 
approve the second reading 
bills to ratify the credit agreement 
and the Bretton Woods 
ments. 
approved by 345 to 98 and Bret- 
ton Woods by 314 to 50. 

By order of Winston Churchill 
the Conservatives as a party ab- 
stained from both votes as an as- 
sertion of their opposition to the 
terms imposed in the credit agree- 
ment.

Moving To Meet the Emergency 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Growing na- 
tignal bitterness, stemming out of failure 
to meet the emergency of housing and 
clothing shortages, has at last reached 
Washington strongly enough to result in 
action. 


That it did not reach here sooner may 
be explained by the fact that local govern- 
ments attempted through wishful thinking 
to let the problems solve themselves. They 
did not go to Washington with the problem 
until their communities were afire with it. 


Now the government has acted. 


Controls have been put back on home- 
building materials and priorities granted 
the type housing most likely to relieve 
the emergency. Low-cost housing, with 
priorities for veterans, is in the future. 


A housing expediter, the very able Wil- 
son W. Wyatt, of Louisville, has been 
named. 


The services have been ordered to turn 
over barracks and materials to meet the 
present emergency. 


This is important. Any state which 
fails to take advantage of this offer will 
Simply have failed to do its duty. 


Striking in another field, where abuses 
have become iritolerable, the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, Tom C. Clark, 
has ordered iour government agencies to 
smash a black market in textiles and cloth- 


Give the President Power 


A joint conference committee of the 
senate and house has finally agreed on 
proposed legislation giving the President 
authority to reorganize the executive 
branch of the government. 


The bill, which now awaits floor action 
in both houses, wholly or partially ex- 
empts no less than 11 agencies from re- 
Organization. But conferees are agreed 
this is as far-reaching a version as would 
have the slightest hope of enactment. 


If passed, the measure will give Presi- 
dent Truman executive power to reorgan- 
ize, barring disapproval of both houses, 
all federal buréaus and agencies except 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Federal Trade Commission, Securities 
and Exchange Commission, National 
Mediation Board, National Railroad Ad- 
justment Board, Railroad Retirement 
Board, and civil functions of the Army 
Engineers. In addition, separate reorgan- 
ization plans would have to be submitted 


ing, control of which is, according to the 
attorney general, 90 per cent in New York 
City. The action begins there today. 


The attorney general states that the 
black market control is so great that it 
reaches every store on every Main street in 
the entire nation. No town and no store is 
too small not to have been affected. 


But for its machinations there would be 
clothing available to retailers for sale to 
veterans today, says the attorney general. 


The Atlanta Constitution for some time 
has been asserting these facts in both these 
fields of the nation’s economy. It hails 
with full appreciation the decision of the 
government to act forcefully in both fields. 


As Attorney General Tom Clark prop- 
erly said: “The stability of the national 
economy is being seriously interfered with, 
the value of the dollar is being attacked 
and it all tends to bring a runaway market 
and inflation.” 


Readers of The Constitution editorial 
pages will find this statement similar to 
repeated warnings which have appeared 
here during the past several months. 


The government waited a long time 
to act. But it has acted and the results 
will be startling. 


Meanwhile, the emergency housing for 
veterans must be solved by those state gov- 
ernments which can—and will—make use 
of federal assistance. 


To Act 


for the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion, United States Tariff Commission, 
and Veterans’ Administration. 


Despite the fact that so many of the 
larger federal agencies are thus exempted 
from any reorganization program, there 
is a vast area in which the President can 
work with real profit to the taxpayer. 


A plethora of minor bureaus and agen- 
cies sprang up during the war years. The 
vast majority of these can be drastically 
curtailed or completely eliminated at no 
Joss whatsoever to anyone save the bu- 
reaucrats who staff them. 


It is to be hoped that congress will 
give the President the authority outlined. 
The need for economy and efficiency is 
great and the streamlining of govern- 
mental procedure, it has been proven time 
and again, cannot be effectively carried 
out by anything but executive decree.

WASHINGTON—Iran is one of the topics 
of discussion here. I dug out some notes and 
clippings I made and got while in Tehran, Iram 

last spring. 

Somehow I liked the place despite its filth and poverty, dust, 
sweaty camels and their drivers and their water system, which 
was simple. The water ran down from the mountains into the gut- 
ters of the streets. It was very handy. You could wash your baby, 
yourself, your dishes, or get a drink or water for cooking. Your 
dog, camel or donkey also could drink. All this could, and did, 
go on at the same time. Typhus was epidemic and so were various 
other diseases. But the scenery was wonderful. I liked Tehran. 
Once I took a chair and sat on a porch for half an hour just looking 
at Mt. Demevand, which was 17,500 feet high. In the mornings and 
afternoon the snow about the peak had a pink color. 


Iran, which was called Persia by the ancient Greeks in the 
days well before the birth of Christ, was called that because of 
a tribe on the coast of the Persian gulf called Parses. 


: ~ In the ’twenties the nationalist spirit caused the 
Nationalism nation to take the name “Iran,” the ancient 
name for the whole territory, All foreign control was abolished 
and the Presbyterian college closed. New streets, trees, an opera 
house (with no opera), the finest officers’ club in the world: a 
huge railway station, were set up. They forgot a water and sewerage 
System, but the city is a beautiful one. 

Only two restaurants in Tehran were “on limits” to troops. 
The others weren’t clean enough. An American from our minister’s 
office took me to one. It had been the home of one of the royal 
circle. There were murals on the walls and a very dirty pool in the 
courtyard with some moulting swans on it. I drank two bottles of 
what I-thought was buttermilk. It was, but it was mare’s milk. 


The Iranians are followers of the Shia sect of Islam and differ 
fanatically from other Moslems. During the fighting over the suc- 
cession Mahomet’s only descendant, Ali, was killed after having 
suffered long of thirst. Horses were ridden over him. Because of 
his suffering there is water in every mosque and water at the 
home of all the faithful. It is rot well to go about a mosque when 
one of the scribes is telling the story of the death and passion of Ali. 

Oil is its real wealth. And trouble. For 


Nibbling, Needling years Britain has dominated the Middle 


East. For some years the Soviets have been nibbling away at it 
and needling any situation which presented opportunity. 

Britain’s agreement to “spheres of influence” enabled _ the 
Soviets, who culturally dominate Iran, to assume control of the 
northern province of Azerbaijan (Land of Fire). The Soviets 
have a state with the same name. Baku is the principal city. It 
was under Persian rule until 1826 and is a Persian city in culture 
today. | 

Since the Soviets occupied northern Azerbaijan many of the 
people from Soviet Azerbaijan have come in, speaking the lan- 
guage and fostering resentment against the Shah’s government at 
Tehran. Two other neighboring Soviet republics, Turkmen and 
Tadjik are inhabited by a population closely related to that. of 
northern Iran and northern Afghan provinces. They speak the 
same Turki language. This is a dialect of the Turkish language 
and has been spoken since about the eighth century. 

There is unrest among the Kurds. There always is unrest among 
them but it has been at a high peak for some years. There are 
some 1,500,000 Armenians in the progressive Soviet Armenian 
republic and they arouse discontent among Armenians in Iran. 


> What the Soviets apparently are doing there is to 
Regional keep a hold in Iran should all international : co- 
operation fail. They would then intensify their “nibbling and 
needling” in the entire Middle East. In Egypt they have accom- 
plished more than needling. Unhappy King Farouk does not know 
whom he dislikes most—the British or the Soviets. 

The Soviets have reopened or assisted many old Greek Ortho- 
dox churches, convents and monasteries. They also have a special 
envoy who ostentatiously worships at Moslem mosques. Their 
success is very apparent, especially in Egypt. In Iran it likely will 
lead to their recognition of an autonomous state. 

So, while the Soviets join in the effort at international security, 
they also keep working at what is known in polite language as 
“regional security considerations.”

Do We Face Another 
Violent Crime Wave? 


There are indications we are seeing the open- 
ing phases of a world-wide epidemic of crimes 
of violence. 

As for the United States,. both locally and nation-wide, only 
reference needed is to the news columns of your daily newspapers. 

In Canada trial judges are resorting to the whip for particu- 
larly heinous offenses, which include armed robbery. Under Cana- 
dian law a sentence to so many lashes may be pronounced, for 
certain crimes, in the discretion of the judge. There has been so 
much violent crime and armed robbery already four such sentences 
have been imposed in Ottawa. 

And even staid old Britain, where respect for the law is pro- 
verbial, Scotland Yard has revealed its helplessness to cope with a 
perfect epriemic of murders, assaults and armed robberies. They 
have appealed to the general public for help and vigilantes are 
being organized and posses of citizens sent out to hunt particularly 
atrocious criminals. 

Of course many people will jump to the erroneous conclusion 
that discharged soldiers or army deserters are responsible for the 
growing list of crimes 

This is, palpably, unfair. 


Even could it be proven, which it can’t, that 95 
Too Many per cent of today’s crime is committed by men who 
recently wore the uniform of one of their country’s fighting serv- 
ices, it would still be unfair. 

For crimes of violence are, in vast majority, crimes of com- 
parative youth. And in a war such as that just ended the demand 
for men for army or navy is so great that practically all physi- 
cally fit youth is put into uniform. 

And where al] are so taken the proportion of potential criminals 
among them is exactly the same as it was before they went into 
uniform. A man’s character is the same, whether he be civilian 
or soldier. ; 

True, there are some men who, experiencing the violence of 
armed combat, witnessing death as a daily commonplace, lose their 
sense of personal responsibility and too easily resort to violence in 
personal affairs. ° 

But for every man whose personality is thus darkened by war’s 
experience, there is another man who leaves the army with finer 
character than he had when inducted. If wartime army life has 
been bad for Jim, it has made a man of Harry who, before the 
war, was beginning to slip into associations and habits that indi- 


cated trouble for him, sooner or later. 

Resort, by weak characters, to such crime is 
The Letdown probably a result of war’s tensions, and the 
letdown that comes with peace, for civilians as well as for soldiers. 
Emotions which were centered on a wartime job, whatever it was, 
on the crises and the developments of the fighting campaigns, may 
run amok when the emotional atmosphere changes to the placidity 
of peace. 

Then there are the disappointments of peace... ‘ 

We have all been fighting, working or praying for a victory 
and a peace which we dreamed would bring to all the world, and 
to us as individuals, a better way of life. A greater security and 
a fuller assurance of fullness of living. 

And those dreams have not come true. 

The discharged veteran finds the dreams he dreamt in a muddy 
foxhole, of the little home, the wife and babies, are frustrated 
because there are no little homes to be had. We call it “housing 
shortage,” but, in those two words, is the shattering of hope for 
thousands of our young people. 

The soldier pictured to himself, on lonely nights, the good job 
he would find when he again wore civilian clothes. The good job 
with the substantial salary and the opportunity he asked. 

He gets his discharge and he finds, perhaps, the good jobs are 
not available for him and he has to take a humbler position at 
a scale of pay too low to meet today’s rising costs of living. 

And as for the civilian clothes, he can’t find those either. 
is out of the Army but he still wears a uniform. He has to, 
it is all he has got. 

Is it, then, any wonder that, dreams gone, hopes broken, ambi- 
tions frustrated, some of us, whether we wore the uniform or not, 
grow reckless and something within us breaks—the governor belt 
of conscience—and we turn, in desperation, to a violence which, 
as war, was daily commonplace. 

We cannot condone brutal criminality but, at least, we need not 
blame it all on discharged fighting men, and we can try to under: 
stand somewhat of the mass psychology, and the conditions, which 
produce such crime:

Adolf Underestimated 
Atomic. Possibilities 


WASHINGTON — The development of the 
atomic bomb shows a striking contrast between 
the methods and the imagination of the two 

men who played the dominant role in the world conflict now at 
end, 

The two men are Franklin D. Roosevelt and Adolph Hitler, 
the guiding hand and evil genius, respectively, of the great forces 
pitted against each: other in the recent struggle. 

E.\widence that has been presented to the special senate com- 
mittee on atomic energy shows how these two world leaders 
reacted to the first suggestion of scientists that it might be pussiole 
to create from uranium a new type of bomb more deadly and 
more destructive than anything heretofore produced by man. 

The testimony shows that both Roosevelt and Hitler had called 
to their attention about the same time the possibilities of atomic 
energy as a new weapon of war. It was in the year :939, shortly 
before the world was plunged into its second bloody war within 


a generation. 

R It Acting with imagination, one of them—President 
ooseve Roosevelt—saw the important possibilities involved 

and immediately ordered the Army to begin experiments. 

He was prompted to move after receiving a letter on the sub- 
ject from Professor Albert Einstein, the .eminent physicist, him- 
self one of the contributors to the development of atomic energy. 

After the fall of Berlin, the War Department sent some of 
our scientists to Germany to determine how far the Germans had 
progressed in atomic experiments. What the scientists found was

Reporting on a survey 
which he was chief, S. A. Goudsmit, professor of physics at the 
University of Michigan, told the special senate committee that 
the Germans had completely failed in their atomic bomb research,

The Fuehrer was not particularly impressed with the informa- 


tion. German authorities, it appears, did interest themselves in the 
subiect to the extent of sending a group of scientists to the United 
States in the summer of 1939, just before the war started, obviously 
to find out what our plans were for the uranium bomb, 

From beginning to end, the whole German atomic effort was 
infinitesimally small, compared to ours. Prof, Goudsmit reported, 
for example, that the total expenditure of the Germans for scien- 
tific research of the kind was only 15 million marks, equivalent 
to some 10 million dollars. The entire appropriation for 1944-45, 
which marked the period of our final perfection of the bomb, was 
only 4 1-4 million marks, he said. 


Contrast The contrasting picture in the United States is that 
President Roosevelt ordered more than two billion 
dollars @pent in the development of the bomb. Hitler spent some 
10 million dollars while we threw more than two billions into 
the project.

Beaugay. 

The suspension was slapped on 
Smith last month by the Jockey 
Club on the charge that Magnific 
Duel, one of his lesser horses, was 
given ephedrine by means of an 
atomizer before a race at Jamaica 
on Nov. 1.
